THE OREGON ELECTION. 


The Carson Republican League, ac- 


o >rding to the News, adopted resolu- 
te ins on the telegram received by the 
S'-ate Central Committee of the Silver 
party from Senators Jones and Stewart. 
That-was a good subject for gold bags 
t5 
discuss, but 
the League went 


farther and decided to request Sena- 
tor Jonf B to state whether the telegram 
•w.is intended by him as a declaration1 
or evidence of bis intention to with- 
draw from the Republican party. 


It appears that the Carson Republi- 


can League ignores principles, but lays 
muoh stress on party namee. Senators 
Jones and Stewart have been advocat- 
ing the same principles in the United 
States Senate. Both opposed the re- 
pyj.1 of the Sherman act; both favored 
the repeal of the Force bill and both 
voted for the Bland Seigniorage bill. 
Their principles are identical, yet one 
is denounced as a Populist while the 
other is referred to us a Republican by 
the gold bug League and press of Ne- 
vada. 


Our Senators and Representative iu 


Congress are expected to reflect the 
sentiments of a majority of their con- 
stituents ou every question of public 
interest. At the election in 1892 the 
voters of Nevada declared against the 
old parties by the most decisive ma- 
jority ever given in the State. The 
men who then repudiated the goldbtig 
combination have had positive proof, 
since the present Congress convened, 
of the wisdom of their action, and 
with abiding faith in the justice of 
their cause they present an unbroken 
front to the allied forces of Cleveland 
and Sherman.1 They believe in princi- 
ples not party names, which have lost 
their significance. They do not in- 
quire whether Senator Stewart is a 
Republican because he votes with Sen 
ator Jones, nor do they ask if Senator 
Jones is a Populist because he votee 
with Senator Stewart. Both have dur- 
ing the present session voted in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of three- 
fourths of the people of Nevada, and 
that their votes have been recorded 
against Clevolandism and Shermanistn. 
is conclusive evidence that they aire 
neither Republicans i o.' Democrat.", 
but, as becomes men occupying their 
position, representatives of a large 
majority of the people of Nevada.

THE OKEGON ELECTION. 


Tlie "Republicans Score a Victory 


PORTLAND, June 5.—Returns from 


yesterday's elections are coming in ex- 
tremely slow. The few received indi- 
cate no material change in the esti- 
mates sent out last night. The total 
vote is largely increased. It is esti- 
mated that the total vote will read 
80,000 or over. Of the triumph of the 
Republican State ticket there seems 
no doubt. The Lower House of the 
Legislature is assured of a majority 
sufficient to dominate the joint Assem- 
bly and secure the election of a Re 
publican Senator. 


Returns from this city and county 


are very incomplete. Indications are 
that the State ticket will have 
plurality of about two thousand in the 
county.

Partial returns from ten counties

Voting on the Sugar Schedule 111 the 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Voting on the 


sugar schedule occurred in the Senate

One clause, terminating the sugar 


bounty January 1, 1895, was adopted.

What Teller of Colorado and Bland of 


Missouri Say About It. 


The interview with ex-Speaker Beed 


01 the silver question published in the 
London Fortnightly Review has been the 
s ibject of much comment. Senator 
Teller of Colorado expressed his views 
on Reed's apparent conversion as fol- 
lows to a Washington correspondent of 
the Denver yews: 


"I am not-surprised at the commo- 


tion which Mr. Reed's interview has 
created, for it evidences that the silver 
issue has recently attained wider pro- 
portions and that a number of leading 
public men hitherto unfriendly to sil- 
ver have called a halt, and noting the 
tend of events, proceeded to pat on 
their thinking caps. I have always felt 
satisfied that sooner or later this reac- 
tion would come, but possibly it comes 
sooner than anticipated, although I 
confess I am a little suspicious of sud- 
den conversions. However, if these 
conversions prove to be sincere, the 
country is to be congratulated. I am 
not HO confident, however, that the re- 
moaetization of silver can ba brought 
about by international monetary con- 
ferences and am unwilling to wait on 
;he tardy action of these conferences; 
although such international agree- 
ments, if speedily accomplished, might 
be welcome and beneficial. Whatia most 
needed to restore prosperity is the free 


oinage of silver under our own aus- 
pices and remonetize it at the old 
ratio. We can accomplish this end 
without the aid of foreign governments 
and maintain our bimetallic currency 
through the avenues and channels of 
our own trade and commerce. Senator 
Sherman's confident prediction that 
the unconditional repeal of the silver 
purchasing clause would bring abou+ 
an immediate return of prosperity and 
confidence has not only failed to ma- 
terialize, but has fallen far short of the 
mark. In fact, matters have been going 
from bad to worse ever since the un- 
fortunate action of Congress in refus- 
ing to legislate in any wise in behalf of 
silver. What is the result ? Financial 
disaster and suffering are prevalent, 
not only in our own country, but all 
over the world, and only world-wide 
remedies can ameliorate this unhappy 
condition of affairs. Half-way meas- 
ures or palliatives will not meet the 
situation, nor afford relief. There is 
but one solution to this difficulty. 
Restore silver to its true position as a 
money metal and provide for its free 
and unlimited coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1 as it existed under previous 
laws. The universal revolt against the 
single gold standard is as plain as the 
writing on the wall." 


"Mr. Reed concedes our argument?," 


said Mr. Bland of Missouri, " but ho 
offers us a remedy which we will not 
have. The great agricultural classes 
who are behind silver will never con- 
sent to a tariff war which will close the 
market of Europe to our agricultural 
products. That would be the effect of 
Mr. Reed's propositijn." 


Mr. Bland was then asked if the sil- 


ver element of the West and Northwest 
would accept Mr. iteed's views as a 
gain to the silver cause. 


"They will not," said Mr. Bland. 


" We are not asking Mr. Reed to admit 
our arguments, but to admit our solu- 
tion." 


A Washoe Boy's Patent. 


James Lee Gregory, a Washoe county 


boy, and a resident of Washoe City, 
has been granted a patent on a fire 
escape. The patent was issued Sep- 
tember 5,1893. He has also received 
an international contract from Eng- 
land and Germany pi-operly signed and 
sealed by the representatives of those 
governments. In, this contract the esti- 
mated value of the right in those 
countries is $15,000. The mechanical 
arrangement of the device is a combi- 
nation of reels, pulleys, heavy springs, 
cable, cage, etc. The cage moves on 
guides and is lifted by the tension on 
the springs which are wound up similar 
to a clock spring as the cage descends, 
or the springs can be wound by band 
so as to raise the cage. The cage can 
be made to hold from five to fifteen 
persons, and can be adjusted to work 
from one to twenty-five stories in 
height, and can be run at any speed 
desired, and easily controled by one 
person. The cage is noncombustible, 
being of li^ht iron frame work covered 
with asbestos, and so constructed that 
03cupants shut in can pass through 
flames without inconvenience. A bell 
near the operator signals the approach 
of a story or landing, and safety 
clufches are arranged in case of a 
cable breaking.

having received very complimentary 
letters from different parts of the 
United State?. He expects to begin 
manufacturing the escapes soon, and 
he is satisfied they will find ready sale 
as the cost is not great.

Medical men and thp women visitors 


to Bellevue Hospital, says the New 
York World, are particularly interested 
in a tiny Sicilian girl named Sarafino 
Sciaolino, two and a half years old.

Six months after their arrival baby 


Seiraflno was born. From the first a 
peculiar growth w as noticed upon the 
child's neck. The parents examined it 
curiously, but did not feel worried. 


Ty" by day the thing grew, until 


finally it assumed the perfect form of a 
snake. Its tail began on the lobe of 
her right ear, and the body extended 
along the neck to her throat. There 
the creature seemed to have coiled, 
with neck and head extended. 
Its 


fangs were apparently buried in the 
left side of the child's throat. 


The excrescence almost perfect res- 


embles an adder in form. It is of a 
dull brown, almost black, in color. 
The growth has the uncanny feeling of 
a snake when touched. It has a pe- 
culiar scaly appearance. The child 
seems to be but little inconvenienced 
by the deformity. 


Ten days ago Seraflno was playing 


about the room, when sha climed upon 
a box. She lost htr balance and fell, 
breaking her leg.
